The prominent and also the most satisfactory feature of 
the school statistics of the past year, herewith presented, 
is that of the increased length of the school year, the record 
showing thirty two weeks instead of twenty nine as was 
the case the two previous years. The last, or winter term 
would have been extended still another week, but the trav- 
elling being bad in a large part of the town, and quite a 
number of the pupils being detained at home with colds or 
other illness, it was thought wiser to use the unexpended 
balance of the money available, in extending the spring 
term. 

Though the wisdom of raising extra money for school 
purposes was seriously questioned at our last school meet- 
ing, we trust that the results obtained by its expenditure 
in the school work, have been such as to work an acquies- 
cence in the new departure, in the minds of some of its 
opponents, and to commit them definitely to a more liberal 
school policy than had prevailed in previous years. The 
tendencies of the age are clearly in the direction of more 
liberal education for all classes, whatever the occupation 
or profession, and it is manifestly the duty of us to whose 
care have been committed the interests, present and future, 
of the children of to-day, that we equip them as thoroughly 
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as possible for the battle for success in life. Many of our 
boys and girls for lack of means, or from other causes will 
not go beyond the ungraded school, though we havea 
school for the higher education, within our town limits ; 
hence the necessity of giving them all the advantages pos- 
sible. in our town schools. Nor are the benefits arising 
from liberality toward our schools, derived by the pupils 
alone. Much might be written showing the tendency 
toward the ehhancement of values in property, springing 
from such a policy, though we trust that the mercenary 
element in human nature need not often be appealed to in 
the interests of our schools. | 

With one exception all our schools have had the contin- 
uous service of the same teacher for the full year, much to 
the advantage of the pupils, confirming, if confirmation 
were necessary, our belief in continuing an efficient teacher 
in service when once secured, even at increased salaries. 

We are glad to be able to say that less friction than us- 
ual has been experienced in the working of our town school 
system during the past year, and we feel that no small 
credit is due parents for their co-operation with us in oar. 
efforts to promote the interests of the schools. 

During the past year we have .introduced into our 
schools Scudder’s History, a new and up-to-date work 
which is giving much satisfaction. We have also adopted 
the Modern Speller and the Spencerian System of Vertical 
Penmanship. 

Not a little annoyance has been experienced by the 
teachers of two or more schools from the non-attendance or 
irregularity in attendance of some of the scholars, and we 
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feel that in order to correct this fault, recourse must be had 
to methods less mild than efficacious. To this end we 
think it will be wise to appoint a truant officer for the 
coming year, as provided by chapter 92, section 14 of the 
school laws. 

We wish to call attention of parents to chapter 93, sec- 
tion 2, of the school laws with reference to the vaccination 
of children. The lax enforcement of this law is lable to 
be attended with serious consequences to health and happi- 
ness, public and private, and we trust that the parents will 
realize the grave importance of complying with its require- 
ments, and thus avoid the suspension from the schools of 
their children. 

The increase, present and prospective, in the number of 
scholars in No. 9 school renders necessary increased facili- 
ties for their accomodation. We trust that wise and liber- 
al provision will be made in this direction without unneces- 
sary delay. 

It has been thought wise to remove the unused furniture 
from No. 11 house to No. 4, purchasing a sufficient num- 
ber of desks in addition, to refurnish the latter house, the 
present furnishings of which are much worn and damaged 
by long-continued use, besides not being an up-to-date 
desk in hygienic respects. 

The annoyance and discomfort by teachers and pupils 
arising from the defective heating arrangement at No. 3 
school house has not been removed, if in any degree les- 
sened. However, an examination has been made by an ex- 
pert and certain changes suggested, which, when inade, as 
promised by the original contractors, will, we trust, bring 
satisfactory results. 
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A review of the school work of the past year presents 
sutticient features of improvement to lend encouragement 
to the future, and we earnestly hope that none will become 
indifferent to the success of our schools, or consider them 
subordinate to other interests of the town. Rather let us 
give them the preference in our love and attention, remem- 
bering that in their nature and design they are the con- 
servators of all that is best in the hearts and minds of our 
boys and girls, and the future citizen.
